Sunday needs some help with net control positions. 


Several time slots are being handled by persons who 
are on the Board of Directors. The result is that 
every time there is a Board meeting or a ham con- 
“vention they are not available. We are now coming 
into the season of many ham conventions and some 
Board meetings. 


More people are needed to help with the net control 
positions. 


The job takes maybe two hours of your time on a 
Sunday at 2000Z. If there are a few more persons 
available, your turn at the job would be perhaps 
every fifth Sunday or the like. Acting as net control 
you get to know a large number of members that you 
will contact as net control. 


Requirements are not too stringent but in conversa- 
tion with those now acting as net control you should 
be in such a geographical position that you can hear, 
and work, both coast areas. You should also have an 
amplifier and a good beam to cover the areas prop- 

erly. 


Do you have those qualifications? Send a note to 
Headquarters so that we can collect and submit the 
names to those handling the net operations. Try it, 
you will like it. 


The current group of net controls have developed a 
few pieces of material to help with calling the net to 
order, an abbreviated list of people who regularly 
check into the net, a numbered list to record calls 
and copies of the preamble to use for the net.
